Frank O'Hearn, retired Toronto 
broker, former vice 
Standard Stock Exchange and for 
mer member of the Chicago Grain 
Exchange 

Copies of the pamphlet have been 
mailed to financiers and economists 
of Great Britain, the United States 
and other countries. Mr. O’Hearn 
does not claim to offer a panacea 
for the world’s ills. He has sought 
to meet the farmer's difficulty and 
that of the silver-currency nations 
through his schenie 

The brief explaining the scheme 
says it has a two-fold aim 

First—To arrive to a commodity 
valuation so stabilized that it may 
be set up as standard by which all 
other commodities and services 
would have a permanently relative 
valuation and 

Second—To 
monetary stem 
that it may 


elaborate our gold 
in such a manner 
efficiently fulfil the re- 


quirement: of modern business and 
the needs of the people

“The Central Executive of the 
League of Nations Society in 
Canada: 
“Noting that the general com- 
mission of the conference for the 


reduction and limitation of arma-| 


ents will shortly re-assembie,

should give clear and unequivocal 
support to the immediate universa) 
and substantial reduction of arma- 
ments on the basis of equality of 
siatus for a}! nations. 


“Commends to the careful con-

Great Opportunity 
For Clever Work

The metal work on the coach you 
are building in the $35,000 competi- 
tion of the Edmonton Bulletin and 
the Fisher Body Craftsman’s Guild 
offers the greatest opportunity for 
individual craftsmanship. There are 
several important suggestions which 
all members will want to observe 
closely in this phase of their work 
Suppose that two coaches are being 
judged, on both of whfch the metal 
perts on the wheels have been made 
very carefully according -to the 
Guild drawings. 

Yet. when the judges have fin- 
wsned their tabulations for these de- 
tails, one coach will have a higher 
seore than ine other. How do the 
judges reach their decision in such 
@ case? 
| The answer is invariably that on 
lone model the details have a heavy 
clumsy eppearance. while on the 
other. they are graceful and refined 
Notice the sketches of the spoke 
leaf. Both leaves are cut exactly 
to the same pattern but in one the 
edges are left thick while in the 
other the edges have been worked 
in such a manner as to add life 
and elegance to the part 

Picture to yourself a coach whee! 
fitted entirely with heavy orna- 
ments and you will have a picture 
of clumsiness. Such a picture is 
not at all the proper coneeption of 
the beauty one should have of the 
coach units or of the coach as 4 
whole, 

If such parts of the metal work | 
as the wheel ornaments are stamped 
out of thin metal with a die, the 
stampings should be convex at) 
places where it is desired to show | 
thickness.

Holding that defendant had com- 
mitted a trespass in constructing a 
road across plaintiff's property, Mr.

$200 damages to Leon Boida in his 
action against the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Sobor, No. 514.

The answer 
to this must be very guarded, be- 
cause althouh t* see been a de- 
cided turn for the better in the stock 
market since June, during which 
reonth it reached its lowest point, 
| and whilst the general financial sit- 
| uation is eev'er, still we have not 
seen that improvement in general 
business or in railway car loadings 
| which usually fol! - a rea- 
sonable time the two changes I 
tave mentioned. Nevertheless, I 
think I can truthfully say that Can- 
ada has come through the extreme 
depression and difficulties better 
than other countries in a similar 
economic position.
